outhwest DC is proud to welcome its newest member 
to the community, M Street Yoga. Tucked inside the 
ground floor of 300 M St. SW at Carrollsburg, A 
Condominium, M Street Yoga is the neighborhood’s first yoga 
studio. Just weeks old, the studio is already providing the com¬ 
munity with a much-needed physical and mental break from 
the daily stresses of city living. 

As Pamela Fierst, co-owner of M Street Yoga, mentioned 
to me when we met last week to discuss the new venture, “I 
have already had a few people who have stopped and given 
me a hug, thanking me for finally bringing yoga to the com¬ 
munity.” 

The space is simple - it features two studios, a foyer, and a 
changing room - but this simplicity is a good thing. It perme¬ 
ates one’s practice, allowing one to focus on breathing, poses, 
and the guidance of the instructor, as I quickly found out 
when I participated in one ofM Street Yoga’s inaugural classes. 

My instructor was Fynne Montgomery, a certified yoga 
instructor was has been practicing for over a decade. The class

had a mix of beginners, seasoned yoga practitioners, athletes, 
the young, and the old, and Fynne did an excellent job of 
tailoring the class to the group’s needs. If a plank pose, for 
example, was too hard, Fynne encouraged students to drop 
to their knees. If something was too easy, she demonstrated 
pose progressions that would be appropriately challenging. 
By the end of the class I felt relaxed, focused, and physically 
invigorated - exactly what I hoped to accomplish during the 
hour long class. 

Although the studio is simple, that is not to say the owners, 
Pamela and her partner and co-owner, Tim, do not have big 
plans to grow it and make it their own as well as the com¬ 
munity’s. 

As Pamela advised me, “Good studios are built on repeat 
business and belonging.” One way that M Street Yoga is creat¬ 
ing this sense of belonging is by catering to the needs of the 
community. Already Pamela has ideas on how to accomplish 
this. M Street Yoga plans to eventually offer a whole menu of 
classes and workshops that will appeal to athletes, beginning

The Navy Yard Tragedy: One Year Later

n Sept. 16, 2013, military and civilian personnel at the Wash¬ 
ington Navy Yard were targeted in a senseless act of violence 
that took the lives of 12 innocent people, injured many others, 
and forever cast a dark cloud over the Navy Yard community. On the one- 
year anniversary of this tragedy, the Near Southeast Community Partners 
(NSCP) honored those who lost their lives, the victims’ families, the sur¬ 
vivors, and the first responders who heroically performed their duties in a 
public ceremony of remembrance in Canal Park. 

In attendance were a variety of dignitaries including U.S. FFouse Demo¬ 
cratic Whip Steny FToyer (MD-05), U.S. Navy Vice Admiral William 
Fdilarides, Mayor Vincent Gray, members of the DC Council including 
Tommy Wells (Ward 6), David Grosso (At-Large) and Mary Cheh (Ward 
3), and Ward 6 candidate Charles Allen. Additional community leaders 
present were representatives of the Capitol Riverfront BID, the Wash¬ 
ington Nationals, Barrack’s Row Main Street, Living Classrooms, and 
Anacostia Riverkeeper. 

Congressman FFoyer poignantly imparted personal insights on each 
victim, leaving the audience with a deeper appreciation of their lives. The 
common thread was that they all believed that serving their country was 
the highest honor possible. 

Mayor Gray spoke about the tragedy, which has forever impacted our 
city, the Navy Yard, and the Near Southeast community, and urged stricter 
gun laws to help prevent repeat events. 

Vice Admiral Hilarides stated, “Although a year has passed, the emo¬ 
tion, the remembrance of those folks is always close to the surface,” and 
shared that, upon departing the event, he was going to have dinner with 
the 12 people he spent hours with during the lockdown, all of whom plan 
to gather every year on Sept. 16 to remember. 

Throughout the ceremony, the Takoma Musical Ensemble performed 
musical selections, creating an ambiance fitting for this tribute.

Many of the Navy Yard personnel still suffer from post-traumatic 
stress. Building 197, the site of the shooting, has undergone a complete 
renovation and employees are scheduled to move back into the building 
in February 2015. 

NSCP is proud to have produced this event as a tribute to the strength 
of our community. We are grateful to all of the volunteers who made the 
ceremony possible and we will continue to find ways to unite all in the 
community.

was asked to submit my remarks from the 
opening of the DC Arts and Humanities’ 
“Nonuments” exhibition to the South- 
wester. 

As president of our neighborhood assem¬ 
bly I receive many requests for support. We 
get involved in any number of of prevailing 
issues, whether it’s a new soccer stadium or 
redevelopment of our public housing commu¬ 
nities, but I never thought I’d get involved in 
a peep show, some baked potatoes, asteroids, 
piles of dirt, or stained shrubs. 

Sometimes you have to take a leap of faith. 
You have to be willing to throw a variety of 
seeds out, knowing they won’t all flourish. 
And when a certain curator conveyed his 
“Nonuments” concept to me, I quickly saw 
the possibilities. For it wasn’t about dropping 
some art in Southwest; it’s about developing 
our community and transforming a vacant and 
downtrodden space in the heart of Southwest. 

There is a long tradition of art being seques¬ 
tered in hermetically-sealed buildings that are 
located away from residents and charge admis¬ 
sion. Some of these institutions are trying to 
open up by providing opportunities for more 
to see the work...virtually. 

In contrast, “Nonuments” is a fully-immer- 


sive public art exhibition. It is a month-long 
opportunity to rethink our relationships and 
our spaces. 

I’ve been humbled by 
the artists who have been 
at the site for the past 
couple weeks. Rather than 
fabricating their art off¬ 
site where they could get 
it done much faster, they’ve 
been out engaging with 
any and all Southwesters 
who come by - probably 
meeting more Southwest¬ 
ers than many of us do in 
a year. 

It was great to witness 
the successful kick-off event 
a few weeks ago, where 
strangers came together to 


paint plants, dance in the mud, or just soak up 
the creative moments. 

I grew up in Ferguson, Missouri. I still 
proudly call it home and my father still lives 
in our house. But as has 
been reported in the news 
over the past month, it has 
become the epicenter of 
protests emanating from 
our socioeconomic divides 
and misunderstandings, 
and from limited opportu¬ 
nities for growth and devel¬ 
opment. 

Here in Southwest, we 
have been working on proj¬ 
ects to help unify our com¬ 
munity, such as our com¬ 
munity garden a couple 
blocks from here. We didn’t 


go to the trouble of planning, fundraising for, 
and building it so that some individuals could 
drop some seeds in the ground and hope to 
reap them a few months later. Rather, the gar¬ 
den is about what we plant and what we grow 
each week. It is a community space where the 
gardeners teach, play, and work with the youth 
in the neighboring public housing community. 
It is a testament to emerging leaders—Kamilla, 
Coy, and others—who are making the project 
successful. 

Likewise, this project isn’t about building 
five art projects and waiting for critical acclaim. 
This project is about Reverend Hamilton 
opening up his church to host a symposium 
in Southwest on human trafficking. It is about 
Safeway’s contribution to this community, 
allowing us to break bread together. It is about 
being able to relocate this temporary grove to 
provide shade for community members who 
are least able to afford trees. 

This project is about inspiring our youth 
and ourselves to explore our common bonds 
and common struggles. 

“Nonuments” is one of the 5x5 projects 
sponsored by the DC Commission on the Arts 
and Humanities. It opened officially on Sept. 
6 in the field adjacent to CVS on 4th St. SW. 
The curator is Lance M. Fung.

practitioners, retirees, those recovering from 
injuries, and everyone in between. In addition 
to the course offerings, Pamela and Tim would 
even like to use the walls of the foyer to high¬ 
light local artists in the community. For them, 
it would be a way to bring individuality to the 
studio and really root it in the community. 

One of the most interesting initiatives M 
Street Yoga is bringing to Southwest is its focus 
on veterans and active duty U.S. military person¬ 
nel. With Ft. McNair and the Navy Yard within 
walking distance of the studio, Southwest DC 
has always had strong ties to those who serve our 
country. At M Street Yoga, these ties are even 
stronger. Pamela is a graduate of the National 
Defense University located on Ft. McNair and 
Tim is a retired Lieutenant Colonel. As Pamela 
stressed to me, they are both committed to using 
the studio and the practice of yoga to assist in 
the recovery of mental and physical strain that 
military personnel might have. 

“This was part of the drive that lead me to 
open up M Street Yoga,” Pamela said. 

Naturally, M Street Yoga is also committed 
to helping relieve the daily stresses accumulated 
from living and working in a company town like 
DC. One of the most beneficial aspects of prac¬ 
ticing yoga, according to my instructor, Lynne, is 


the break from the linear flow of DC. 

“It’s less rigid - a counter-balance to the 
bureaucracy inherent to DC,” she said. In 
support of this worthy mission, M Street Yoga 
currently offers classes in the mornings and 
evenings, seven days a week. Classes range from 
the more athletic and flowing Vinyasa style 
to Restorative Yoga, which focuses instead on 
breathing and static stretching to calm the mind 
and relax the body. 

“In the end there is no such thing as a bad 
yoga class,” exclaimed Pamela. “It’s all about 
what you bring to it and what you want to get 
out of it.” 

After taking a class at M Street Yoga, I can 
safely say that Pamela, Tim, and their cohort of 
passionate instructors are well on their way to 
providing the space and instruction for residents 
of Southwest DC to realize the benefits yoga 
can bring physically, mentally, and to the com¬ 
munity as a whole. M Street Yogas schedule, 
prices, and class registration can be found online 
at www.mstreetyoga.com.

I n celebration of the 50th anniversary of the 
Broadway production this fall, Arena Stage 
at the Mead Center for American Theater 
mounts a new staging of Fiddler on the Roof, the 
iconic musical that has captured the hearts of 
audiences worldwide. Helmed by Artistic Director 
Molly Smith, the production features choreog¬ 
raphy by Arena favorite Parker Esse, who adapts 
the original Jerome Robbins choreography for an 
in-the-round staging, and a 10-piece orchestra led 
by Musical Director Paul Sportelli (Arenas My Fair 
Lady , Light in the Piazza). The theatrical master¬ 
piece, which garnered nine Tony Awards for its 
1964 debut, weaves together a portrait of family, 
community and life’s unexpected miracles, large 
and small, and showcases a jubilant and beloved 
score, including “If I Were a Rich Man,” “Sunrise, 
Sunset,” “Matchmaker, Matchmaker,” and “Tradi¬ 
tion.” Featuring a book by Joseph Stein, music by 
Jerry Bock, and lyrics by Sheldon Harnick and 
based on Sholem Aleichem stories, Fiddler on 
the Roof runs Oct. 31, 2014-Jan. 4, 2015 in the 
Fichandler Stage. 

“I am heartened by stories coming to me from 
audience members about the impact of Fiddler on 
the Roof on their families,” shares Smith. “Chal¬ 
lenging traditions is a concept that resonates deeply 
today—and adapting to new ones as well. This 
company of artists is an ideal one to interpret Fid¬ 
dler for this moment in time. All eras have changes 
in tradition, although it is easy to feel our modern 
era is changing more rapidly than ever before. We 
are all fiddlers on the roof—balancing, changing, 
adapting. I’m excited to share this gold-standard 
American musical with a new generation. I know 
it will resonate as powerfully with them as it did 
when it was first produced 50 years ago.” 

Ann Arvia (Broadway’s Mary Poppins, Les Mis¬ 
erable^ makes her Arena Stage debut as Golde 
and joins the previously announced Tony Award 
nominee Jonathan Hadary (Broadway’s Golden 
Boy, Spamalot, Gypsy ) as Tevye. Their five daugh¬ 
ters are played by Dorea Schmidt (Constellation 


Theatre’s The Love of the Nightingale Jas Tzeitel, 
Hannah Corneau (Alliance Theatre’s Harmony) as 
Hodel, Maria Rizzo (Signature Theatre’s Gypsy) as 
Chava, Shayna Blass (Theater J’s Yentl) as Shprintze 
and Maya Brettell (Signature Theatre’s Beaches) as 
Bielke. Portraying the suitors of the eldest daughters 
are Joshua Morgan (Rep Stage’s The Piano Teacher) 
as Motel, the tailor; Michael Vitaly Sazonov (Arena 
Stage’s The Light in the Piazza) as Perchik, the 
scholar; and Kurt Boehm (Arena Stage’s My Fair 
Lady) as Fyedka, the Russian soldier. The company 
also features Erick Devine (Broadway’s Ragtime) as 
Fazar Wolf and Valerie Feonard (Arena Stage’s Guess 
Who’s Coming to Dinner) as Yente/Grandma Tzeitel. 

Completing the lineup of actors, which boasts 
20 locals out of the 28-person company, are Alex 
Alferov as the Fiddler, Scott Harrison as Mendel, 
Joe Mallon as Nachum, Jimmy Mavrikes as Yussel, 
Tracy Fynn Olivera as Fruma-Sarah, Joe Peck as 
Rabbi, Barbara Pinolini as Shandel, Kyle Schliefer 
as Sasha, Thomas Adrian Simpson as Mordcha, 
Chris Sizemore as Constable/Russian Soloist, Jamie 
Smithson as Avram and ensemble members Trevor 
Illingworth, Farrell Parker, and Curtis Schroeger 
with swings Eric Greengold and Jesse Palmer. 

Smith, Esse, and Sportelli collaborate with Set 
Designer Todd Rosenthal, Costume Designer Paul 
Tazewell, Fighting Designer Colin K. Bills, and 
Sound Designer Findsay Jones to transport audi¬ 
ences to the tight-knit and colorful Jewish village 
of Anatevka, utilizing earthy and authentic tones 
rich in historical and ethnic detail to create an in- 
the-round world for Tevye, a humble Jewish father 
who finds his devotion to God severely tested by 
his headstrong daughters, who want to be their 
own matchmakers, and the increasingly ruthless 
government forcing him from his land. 

As part of the Opening Night Celebration 
on Nov. 12, Arena Stage will honor lyricist and 
three-time Tony Award winner Sheldon Harnick 
with the American Artist Award, which recognizes 
artists of the highest caliber, honoring their work 
and significant contributions to American theater. 


Breast Cancer Awareness Month: Meet a Survivor 


M eet Ms. Thelma D. 

Jones, DC Pink Diva 
and White House 
Champion of Change. In 2006, 
after 33 years of service at the World 
Bank, Thelma was preparing for a 
retirement trip when she felt a lump 
under her arm. 

She reflected upon the experi¬ 
ence by saying, “I was planning to 
visit my doctor upon my return. 

But one trip led to another and 
in 2007, while away at my family 
reunion, I felt the lump again,” only this time, it 
was larger and rock hard. In that moment, Thelma 
knew she could no longer put off making “that 
appointment.” 

In 2007, Thelma was diagnosed with Stage 3 
HER2+ breast cancer, which is a rare form present 
in about one out of every five breast cancers due to 
a gene mutation. It was then that her “world started 
tumbling down” as she discovered HER2+ breast 
cancers are more aggressive and less responsive to 
hormone treatment. Thelma was faced with three 
months of “grueling chemotherapy treatments, 
surgery, and radiation” to shrink the tumors before 
doctors could preform a Fumpectomy. During this 
procedure, doctors also preformed a Fymphad- 
enectomy, removing 34 lymph nodes, 15 of which 
were cancerous. 

Nonetheless, Thelma continued to fight, endur¬ 
ing seven weeks of daily radiation. It was during 
that time that her doctor asked her to speak with 
other breast cancer patients afraid of chemotherapy. 
She shares that, “From the beginning of my 


treatments, I vowed to survive the 
raging storm and turn my challenge 
into an opportunity to help others.” 
It was with this declaration that 
Thelma’s journey began as an Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society (ACS) Certified 
Breast Health Educator. 

In 2010, just three years after her 
Stage 3 diagnosis, Thelma created an 
ACS Breast Cancer Support Group 
in Southwest DC and was named 
ACS State Fead Ambassador. Thel¬ 
ma did not stop there and began to 
learn complementary therapies at Smith Center for 
Healing Arts as lead community breast care naviga¬ 
tor, reaching over 2,500 people. 

She shares knowledge gained from holistically 
managing her Fymphedema, a condition caused 
by her treatment where painful fluid builds up in 
her limbs. “My adorable four-year-old grandson 
inspires me to keep going in a life filled with mean¬ 
ing, family, and good friends. I would like to see 
him follow me in this path.” 

Today, Thelma’s next chapter includes hormone 
treatments with side effects that at times make each 
day a challenge. Yet she continues her work to save 
lives as a DC Pink Diva, educating women in her 
monthly support group on the benefits of getting 
screened early. 

When asked what’s next, Thelma says, “Young 
women. For years the focus has been on older 
women and it’s time to educate our young sisters 
early and provide support for young patients as 
they begin their survivorship journey. And, a trip 
with my grandson!”

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Resilience for Life: A Talk on 
Emergency Preparedness

W ho remembers Aug. 23, 2011 
at 1:31 pm to be exact? That’s the 
time and date of the 3.8 magnitude 
earthquake that struck the Piedmont area of 
Virginia and was felt for miles in every direction, 
including the District of Columbia, which 
suffered some not-so-insignificant damage to 
several buildings, large and small. 

I happened to be asleep in bed at the time 
of the quake after having worked the night shift 
at FEMA headquarters as we were mobilizing

to get ready for Hurricane Irene. When I first 
felt my bed shaking, I thought my youngest son 
Matiwos, like Bam-Bam, was jumping on the 
bed for the fun of it. Once I realized what was 
happening, I jumped out of bed, ran straight out 
the door, and rushed down four flights of stairs 
to the outside courtyard area. 

Are you ready for the next disaster to hit the 
DC area? 

Exiting the building after a quake is often 
the natural thing to do, but it’s not what we are 
actually advised to do. The best advice to protect 
oneself during a quake is actually to drop, cover, 
and hold on. Running outside during or seconds 
after the initial quake can be dangerous because 
of falling debris and/or blocked passageways. For 
more information on earthquake safety, check 
out www.dropcoverandholdon.org, one of many 
easy-to-read websites with emergency prepared¬ 
ness advice for earthquakes in particular - some¬ 
thing we clearly need to pay more attention to 
in the District. 

But there are other risks we face in the 
District too, including winter snow storms, 
fires, terrorist threats, floods, and other dan¬ 
gers. Please see http://hsema.dc.gov/ for spe¬ 
cific Washington, DC emergency preparedness 
information. Also, it is well worth visiting www. 
ready.gov for a wide array of preparedness steps 
everyone should consider taking to protect 
themselves, their families, their pets, and their 
neighborhoods as a whole. 

It took me a while, but ever since the Aug. 
2011 earthquake I have been putting together 
an emergency kit with copies of my key finan¬ 
cial papers, changes of clothes, a radio, batteries, 
flashlights, a bottle opener, canned food, bottled 
water, face masks, a first aid kit, and several 
other items (I even included a jar of Nutella). I 
also drew up a family communications plan and 
have conducted occasional no-notice drills with 
my family. 

For more information about emergency pre¬ 
paredness there will be a talk on Thursday, 
Oct. 16 at Westminster Presbyterian Church 
at 400 I St. SW from 3:30 - 6:30 pm. The 
speaker will be Ms. Peggy Keller, Director 
of Community Preparedness and Resilience 
Health, Emergency Preparedness and Response 
Administration, DC Department of Health. 
The topic will be “Resilience for Life - Older 
People & Disasters”. We are holding this event 
in commemoration of International Disaster 
Risk Reduction Day, which is sponsored by the 
United Nations in mid-October each year.

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Local Campaign for Soccer Stadium 
Community Benefits Gains Momentum

ut^ rofessional soccer and DC United 
I add to the quality of life in our 
JL region, and a new stadium would be 
exciting. But the District needs to approach the 
deal in a responsible way, taking into consider¬ 
ation the needs of DC residents, and especially 
the stadium’s closest neighbors.” 

This rallying cry is an affirmation by the 
Winning Goal Coalition, which includes, 
among others, the DC Fiscal Policy Institute, 
ANC commissioners, SWNA, CBCC, Sasha 
Bruce, concession and construction unions, and 
environmental groups. As part of the Winning 
Goal Coalition, the Near SE/SW Community 
Benefits Coordinating Council (CBCC) was 
tasked with organizing a community benefits 
agreement (CBA) campaign to target ANC 6D 
residents and be included as part of the proposed 
soccer stadium legislation, Bill 20-805. The 
campaign has successfully gained a seat at the 
negotiating table with the city and DC United. 
The CBA campaign groundwork was laid in 
June meetings with the city and DC United to 
discuss the need for a CBA and to share initial 
broad concepts. Both parties were amicable to 
the negotiation of a CBA. On June 26, Winning 
Goal Coalition members, including the CBCC, 
testified at the City Council joint committee 
hearing on the bill. CBCC testimony specifically 
asked the Council not to approve any legislation 
until a CBA for ANC 6D residents is included. 

Over the summer, the CBCC convened at 
several general and work-group meetings with 
over 35 community leaders including several 
commissioners, SWNA, Navy Yard Neighbor¬ 
hood Association (NYNA) representatives, resi¬ 
dent council and tenant association leaders, as 


well as church and social service representatives. 
Out of these meetings, a draft CBA was com¬ 
pleted and recently turned over to DC United 
and the city. 

The CBA campaign requires the city and 
DC United to work together to provide sig¬ 
nificant community benefits such as: a multi¬ 
million dollar community fund to be profes¬ 
sionally managed and distributed according to 
neighborhood-based guidelines, a small business 
incubator, workforce development and training, 
protections for public housing, and preservation 
of affordable housing in the neighborhoods clos¬ 
est to Buzzard Point. The campaign also reiter¬ 
ates the recommendations of the draft DDOT 
traffic and transportation study for the safety of 
local residents. To assist with the drafting of this 
legally enforceable agreement, the CBCC has 
secured the help of pro bono legal counsel from 
Matthew Yeo of Steptoe and Johnson, P.C. 

The proposed CBA was provided to the city 
administrator’s assistant, Tony Robinson, and 
DC United’s COO, Tom Hunt, in late August, 
with additional clarification provided during a 
follow-up meeting on Sept. 12. At that same 
meeting, city and DC United representatives 
agreed to provide a joint formal response to the 
CBA requests within two weeks (by the end of 
September). Thereafter, CBA campaign leaders 
expect to enter and complete formal negotia¬ 
tions for a joint presentation with the city and 
DC United to City Council for approval as an 
addendum by reference to Bill 20-805. The 
CBCC strongly urges all resident communities 
and organizations within ANC 6D who have 
not already joined the CBA campaign to do so 
now in support of this invaluable opportunity to 
forge a lasting partnership with DC United and 
the city for long-term, significant benefits to the 
neighborhood and its residents.

Good Eats: Masala Art

rue story—when my wife Sharron and 
I moved from suburban Maryland to 
Southwest last year, we noted the rela¬ 
tive “restaurant desert” existing here. At one 
point, Sharron remarked out loud about how 
great it would be if one of our favorite restau¬ 
rants, Masala Art in Tenleytown, could open a 
branch in Southwest. We let the moment pass, 
having no reason to believe that was a possibility. 

Fast forward to July 17, and there was Masala 
Art and its owner, Atul Bhola, throwing open its 
door to the community for its soft opening at 
1101 4th St SW, right next to Subway and across 
from CVS. Atul wanted to bring his new restau¬ 
rant to Southwest because he likes the “open” 
feel, diversity, and dynamism of the neighbor¬ 
hood. He has even rented an apartment here for 
his chefs, who also enjoy the area - you can say 
hello to them yourselves when they take a break 
from the kitchen and sit across from Masala Art 
on the benches next to Westminster Church. 

With Atul’s decision to put a stake in the 
ground here, Southwest has become home to 
one of the best Indian restaurants in DC. Masala 
Art continues to receive accolades from publica¬ 
tions such as the Washington Post, among many 


others. Masala Art’s menu offers food tradition¬ 
ally associated with northern India - character¬ 
ized by its heartiness - but also offers the oppor¬ 
tunity to explore the cuisines of other regions of 
India and Kashmir. The excellent, inventive, and 
flavorful food is complemented by the enthu¬ 
siastic serving staff and a dining space with an 
open, airy feel that all at once is elegant and has a 
neighborhood feel. The restaurant is also graced 
by beautiful artifacts that Atul acquired during a 
17-day trip to India last year. 

Masala Art is eager to attract all Southwest- 
erners and has put in place a program designed 
to do that. They are offering brunch on Satur¬ 
days and Sundays from 10:30 am to 3:00 pm 
that features a three-course, prix fixe menu for 
$20, including an option for unlimited Mimo¬ 
sas or Bloody Marys for an additional $10. 
Happy hour is offered from 4-7 pm Monday 
through Friday, with specially priced appetizers 
and drinks. An interesting new feature, coming 
soon, is a late-night happy hour after 10:00 
pm on weeknights. 

Masala Art has been breaking in its kitchen, 
and the serving staff and Atul want the com¬ 
munity to know that they will soon be on par 
with the high standards set by the Tenleytown 
original.
